The finality of the previous office action is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Applicant's argument regarding the duplication of claims is persuasive and the 
objection is removed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art discloses or renders as obvious "the base member in the form of a frame 
comprising a plurality of lateral rails the main axis of which extends in a direction 
orthogonal to the lines" in combination with the rest of the limitations for claims 1 ,2 and 
7. The main axis of the rails of Johnson extend in a parallel manner to the lines.
